Tbe Indemnity. Question Again. 


Eviror Stanparo:—I am glad to see the 
improved tone of your editorial this morning; 
it is evident that you begin to see the error 
of your ways, and with this remark I wish to 
let the matter drop, as far as you are concern- 
ed; but before dropping the question alto- 
gether, I have a few words for the ear of 
your corrreepondent J. S. Helmcken, who 
has come out as an oracle, on this subject. 
This gentleman, at confiderable length, points 
out inaclear and masterly manner, what I 
have no doubt he believes to be the real ques- 
tion at issue, viz.: ‘Shall the safe guards of 
the public, the laws, rules, and regulations, 
prit-cting tiem aga a t the misappropriation 
of them, the public tunds, by their servants, 
be ignored and trampled underfoot, either 
by accident or design by their servants, the 
\@ubers of the Hcuse?’’ The gentleman 
very positively asserts that this is the real 
question at issue. 

Now with al due deference to this gentle- 
man (whom [ both admire and respect; I just 
as positively assert that it is no such thing ; 
the real question issimply this,—shall the 
majority of this House rule or not? 

The money part of the question is entirely 
thrown aside, and completely overshadowed 
by the grand principle of party government, 
the right of the majority torule. As to the 
formidable array of evils which he has so 
carefuliy and elaborately pointed out, as like- 
ly to arise through legislation of this kind, 
[ hold that the fact thata questionef this 
kind can only be. dealt with after the Stend- 
ing Rules bave been suspended, and that they 
can only be suspended by a unanimous vote of 
the House, is amply sufficient to guard against 
all the evils referred to. 

There is auother little cireamstance that I 
should like to call bis attention to; it is this: 
If be willlook over the Estimates for this 
year, be wi!l see that a sum of money bas 
been placed there for this same purpose of ia- 
demnincation, and I think that be will readily 
admit, that according to bisown showing, 
the Rules of the House must be suspended 
before this item can be dealt witb. Now this 
being the case, I shall be exceedingly obliged 
to this gentiemaa or any owe élse, who can 
show me why by the same mode of proced- 
ure they have not the right to ask tbe bLze- 
cutive to alter this item, either the one way 
or the other. 


To say that they have the right to suspend | | 
the Rules and vote their own rulers, yet have |; 


no right to say what those rulers are to be, 
is simply an absurdity,»nd deserves only to be 
laughed at; yet this is simply what all this 
discu-sion amounts to at last. 

I bave po doubt but that the gentleman's 
letter was written for a very laudable perpose 
viz, to instruct the members asto their duty 
and to appes! to their pa riotism, to let their 
personal interests stand in abeyance in def 
erence to the welfare of the country, I am 
sorry to intorm him, however, thatit comes, 
too late for this purpose, as the majority of 
the members had decided on this course, long 
before its appearance.

MILITARY AND NAVAL SETTLERS BILL, 


Mr. Bunster moved the advption of. the 
Adopted accord- 
ingly. 

1s was moved that the bill be read a third 
time. ; 

Mr. Beaven moved that the bill be read a 
third time this day six months. Seconded by 
Mr.C. Booth. | 

Mr. Humphreys was opposed to the passing 
of the bill. He considered it an oofair one— 
did not see what right such persons bad to 
grants of lund denied to others. Such a 
system should not prevail uuder Responsible 
Governwent—it might do under a Crown 
Colony. Let them be placed on the same 
footing as other people with regard to pre- 
emption. He did not think it advisable to 
adopt such a system in a country like this. 

The Attorney General said it seemed to be 
impplied tbat it was propused to give such 
petsous privileges not granted elsewhere» It 
Was siwply intended to give those gentlemen 
three years instead of one after leaving the 
service, ia order to enable them to reach the 
country. There was nothing very extrava~ 
gent in such a propositioa. They would 
make desirable immigrants as they were gen 
erally men of means. 

Mr. J. P. Booth weuld be sorry to cast any 
slur on. those gentlemen. He considered it 
was granting them special privileges to which 
be had decided objections. He would there- 
for support the motion. . 

Mr, R Smith contended that sailors were 
Well adapted ior farmers, They could make 

ts, shoes, clothing, or chop wood, He 
Would oppose the motion. 

Mr. Bunster thought gentlemen did not 
take a comprehensive view of this question 
Let them come and bring. their sovereigns 
Fith them, We should soon get their goods, 
Wares, and finally their lands as well. They 
Would be\a benefit to the country. He 
Would therefore support the bill. 

Mr. Hoibrook thought to reject the bill 
Would be an unwise course: ,We want men 
of means, who are better than poor men; 
true, we want both ‘classes to build up the 
country. It is desirable to get such men, 
whoare generally men of independent means. 
They came here to improve their bealth after 
on in foreign lands, and to enjoy our 

thfalelimate. Toese men are frequevtly 


te reside permanently. 

Mr. Beaaen was opposed to the bill, as it 
would give persons-an opportenity to pre- 
empt land that weuld be valuable bereatter. 
They might engage.on the railway and take 
advantage of their p: sition to acquire fortunes 
at the expenre of the general public. 

Me. R. Smith ezplaiued that under the 
laws of the Province no person could pre- 
“— a town site. 

r. O. Booth, as seconder of the motion 
said he thought it proper tbat he should say 
something on the subject. He did not see so 
much objection to the extension of time in 
the oill, as to its general principle, It was a 
species of class leyislation that he disap- 
proved of, and for that reasun he would 


g | Vote for the reading of the bill six mouths 


bence. 


Mr, W. Smithe spoke against the bil’, and 
showed that the class of persons it was 
inteuded to favor. would not take up land 
for settlement, but only for speculative 
purposes: They would stand in the wry of 
actunl settlers, and for the reasons stated 
he would vote for the motion. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem boprd the bill would 
not be thrown out. We want settlers in the 
cousiry, wen of capital, and under the bill 
proposed:such men would be induced to 
come here. Retired offic:rs genernily have 
means, and if they do not tullow furming, 
they might invegt their capital in mining 
stocks, or «ther speculations, and in that way 
put their mouey in circulution, He hoped 
the House would pass the bill. 

Mr. Armstrong made a telling speech in 
opposition tothe bil. It was an attempt to 
legisiate for a pariicular cla-s; if the Gov- 
erament were willing to give free grants of 
Int d to all bona fide settlers, be would support 
them; but would not favor such a course 
when applied jo a class of persons. 

Dr Ash poke azniust the bill, not because 
he was opposed to the general prine:ple of 
the measure, but becauce it allowed officers 
to take up land and bh: ld it fortwelve months 
without settling upon it. 

Mr. Robson thought the principle of the 
bill bad been suffici ntly veorilated on the 
second rending. He was sorry to sen d spo- 
sition on the part of members to kil! the bill 
The arguments against class legi-lation had 
no weight whatever. ‘He only regretted that 
the bill did not go further and give: free 
grants of lard to all bona fide settlers. It 
was to be regretted that some gentlemen 
endeavored to belittle the character of retired 
officers as settlers, because he could state 
from actual knowledge that-in Canada this 
class of persons made the most valuable set- 
tlers, and were besides generally men of 
means and education and gave a tone to 
society wherever they took up their abode, 

The amendment was los‘, and the bill was 
read & third time and passed, 

SUPPLY. 

House went into Committee of Supply, Mr. 
Mara in the chair. 

The item of Superintendent of Convicts, 
$1,008, came up. 

Mr. Smithe thought the item was too high, 
and woved that it be reduced to $850. 

Mr. Robson thuugbt the item sone too 
bigh ‘It was a very responsible office, and 
required a thoroughly reliuble persen to dis- 
charge the duties. 

The Attorney General remarked that the 
Superintendent was not only in charge of the 
chaimgang and respousible for their sate 
keeping, but had also to direct their labors 
aud see that they did their work properly. 

Mr. Bunster thought the office a useless 
one, and would like to see it abolished alto- 
gether. 

Dr. Trimble thought the office a very 
necessary one; he believed the sum set down 
was too smail; he would vote for the item. 

Af er several! other members bad spoken, & 
vote was 'akeo and the item passed.
